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SUBJECT: NAMIBIA: POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS 

1 . PRIME MINISTER BOTHA ACCOMPANIED BY CHIEF OF THE DEFENSE 
FORCE GENERAL MALAN VISITED WINDHOEK OVER THE WEEKEND. THE 
VISIT WAS DESCRIBED AS PART OF ON-GOING CONSULTATIONS WITH 

THE ADMINISTRATOR GENERAL. BEFORE HIS DEPARTURE FROM WINDHOEK 
ON JULY 9, BOTHA REPORTEDLY TOLD THE PRESS THAT HE HAD GAINED 
THE IMPRESSION IN HIS TALKS THAT THE REGISTRATION OF VOTERS 
WAS GOING WELL* BOTHA SAID HE HAD FULLY INFORMED THE AG 
ABOUT THE LATEST ROUND OF TALKS HE HAD HAD WITH REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE CONTACT GROUP. EARLIER BOTHA WAS QUOTED AS SAYING THE 
SAG HAD ACCEPTED THE WESTERN PROPOSALS IN THEIR "FINAL AND 
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DEFINITIVE FORM" AND THAT THERE WAS NO POSSIBLILITY THAT 
SOUTH AFRICA WOULD CONSIDER AMENDMENTS. 

2. BOTHA. HOWEVER, SKIRTED A QUESTION ON WHETHER THE WESTERN 
GOVERNMENTS HAD ASKED THE SAG TO RECONSIDER ANY PART OF THE 
PROPOSAL. "THIS IS A MATTER I WILL BE DISCUSSING WITH THE 

AG" THE MINISTER REPORTEDLY REPLIED. 
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3. MEANWHILE, THE PRESS HAS REPORTED THE DEPARTURE OF THE 
SWAPO GROUP FROM WINDHOEK INCLUDING THOSE RELEASED FROM 
DETENTION BY THE AG TO ATTEND THE LUANDA MEETING. 

THE CITIZEN, JULY 10, REPORTED THAT THE US EMBASSY " WAS 
THOUGHT TO HAVE ORGANIZED TRAVEL ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE 
SWAPO DELEGATION." FLEUR DE VII T IERS IN THE SUNDAY TIMES, 

JULY 9, WRITING FROM WINDHOEK, SAID THAT THE RELEASE OF THE 
SWAPO DETAINEES WAS SEEN AS A POSITIVE ACT BY THE 
SAG WHICH COULD CREATE A HELPFUL CLIMATE IN LUANDA. 

5. DE VILLIERS ALSO REPORTED THE POSSIBLILITY THAT ANDREAS 
SHIPANGA WOULD SEE TOIVO ON ROBBEN ISLAND LATER THIS 
MONTH. SHE QUOTED THE AG AS SAYING THAT SUCH A MEETING 
COULD "POSSIBLY BE ARRANGED." 

5. THE AG IS REPORTEDLY PLANNING A NUMBER OF ADDITIONAL STEPS 
TO REMOVE RACIAL DISCRIMINATION IN THE TERRITORY. ACCORDING 
TO PRESS REPORTS, NEXT WEEK A NEW MULTIRACIAL 
NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION WILL REPLACE THE 
CORPORATION FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, AN OFF-SHOOT OF THE OLD 
BANTU INVESTMENT CORPORATION. STEYN ALSO TOLD DE VILLIERS 
THAT HE HOPED THAT "BLACK AND BROWN" EMPLOYEES IN THE PUBLIC 
SERVICE WOULD RECEIVE THEIR FIRST "EQUAL PAY" (WITH WHITES) 
SALARIES AT THE END OF THIS MONTH. 
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
